NEW FRENCH 


ARMY CORPS 


Paris, Yenterday. 

The seat of the Headquarters 
of the newly created French Army 
Corps will, uccording to a despatch 
from Nuncy to the “Paris Midi" 
probably be at Epinal in the De- 
partment of the Vosges whore, be- 
fore the outbreak of the Great 
War, the Hendquarters’ of. the 
Twenty-First Army Corps were 
situated.

on Nanchang and Changsha and would en- 


deavour, 


in the neighbourhood of the lat- 


ter town, to cut the vitally important railway 
from Hankow to Canton. 


Foreign circles here are, however, now of the opinion 
that the Japanese will, for the time being, not 
advance beyond Nanchang, fall of which is pos- 
sible within the near future. ; 


It is pointed out that the 
mountainous region between 
Nanchang and Changsha—a 
distance of some 190 miles, as 
the crow flies—will present 
great difficulties for the Japan- 
ese mechanised units. On-the 
other hand, the capture of 
Nanchang, which is the capital 
of the province of Kiangsi, 
would have result of the cutting 
off of the retrent of the large 
bodies of Chinese troops operat- 
ing in the western part of that 
Province and in the south of the 
Province of Anhwei. | These 
troops would thus be isolated 
from the main army in the 
east. 


TAYEH IMPORTANCE 


It is further pointed out 
that even if the Japanese abandon- 
ed the plan of advancing on 
Changsha they would none’ the 
less be In a position to cut the 
Hankow-Canton railway by  ad- 
vancing upstream from Kiukian; 
to Hwangshikiang, which is 75 
miles distant. Possession of 
Hwangshiklang would be ‘of great 
importance for the Japanese, 
since In its vicinity is the town of 
‘Taych with valuable ore mines. 
From Tayoh it js less than 50 
miles to Halenning, whick fs 
situated south of Hankow, on the 
raflway to Canton and the Jnp- 
anese would be able to cut off all 
communications between Hankow 
and Canton.

greater part of diatnnee, through 
a plain and would offer no dificul- 
tics to the parnsage of mechanined 
units. Should at a Inter date the 
Japanese intend to occupy Chang- 
sha, it is pointed out that a, fav- 
ourable opportunity would be 
afforded by the advance from Yo- 
chow, along the railway. 

, _ BEST CHANCE 

Foreign observers believe that 
this route would furnish the Jap- 
anese with the'best chance of tak- 
ing Hankow since the capture of 
Yochow would imply destruction 
of all Hankow’s meana of com- 
munication with the South and the 
West, with the result of bringing 
the Wuhan region entirely under 
the Japanese control. 

Questioned about these possibi- 
litieg the Chinese military quarters 
declare they have been fully 
considered and that all the suit- 
able defensive measures have been 
taken in conscquence.

OF MARRIAGES 


ned To Remove Past Complications 


Catholic Church 
Likely To Object | 


Berlin, Yesterday: 


The fundamental importance for Austria of the 
new German Marriage Code which will come 
into force on August 1, was emphasised by 
the Reich Minister of Justice, Doctor Guert- 
ner, in his ‘explanatory statement to Press 
representatives here. 


The Minister said that the Marriage Law in Aus- 
tria had hitherto been very complicated ow- 


ing to. its multifariousness. 


Marriages be- 


tween Catholics, which were .about eighty 


per cent. 


of the total number contracted, 


were subject exclusively to the Canon Law 
and were consequently celebrated by the. Ec- 
clesiastical authority alone, independently of 


the State. 


Marriages between Jews were 
celebrated and dissolved accord- 
Ing to the Mosale Law and also 
independently of the State. Civil 
marringe was, however, obligatory 
in the case where both parties 
were Protestants. The Province 
of Burgenland had a marriage 
law of its own. 

This condition of affairs, sald 
Miniater Quertner, had given rise 
to all sorts of complications, es- 
pecially in the regard to the ques- 
tion of a possible remarriage of 
persons separated ‘under ° the 
Canon Law “ a thoro et mensa” 
which means separation “from 
bed nnd board.” There existed in 
such cases a possibility of the 
remarriage by dispensation, ‘but a 
third) party who was privately 
interested in the matter could de- 
mand an ,annulment of such a 
second marriage with the result 
that chaotic conditions had 
developed. 

ONE FORM IN FUTURE 
-In future there would be only 
one legat form of marriage name- 
ly that contracted before an ofll- 
clal of the Reich at the Regtster 
Office. Separations ‘from the bed 
and the board” as well as the 
Conanical principle of the indis- 
solubility of marriage would be 


abolished so that the problem of}, 


marriage by dispenention would 
henceforth cease to exist. The 
Minister went on to say that no 
doubt would any longer be pos- 
sible -in Austria as to whether a 
person has legally married or not. 

To-day’s position is such that 
the validity of the numerous mar- 
ringes by dispensation fs contest- 
able, the new marriage code, said 
the Minister, was on the principle 
destined to facilitate legalisation 
of all existing marriages by  dis- 
pensation in Auatria, the number 
of which is estimated at about 
16,000.

Both Miss H. D. Sawyer, 
headmistress of the Diocesan Girls’ School, and the Rev. Cc. B. R. 
Sargent, headmaster of the D.BS., attacked the examination on 
fundamental grounds. Mr. Sargent was again emphatic in the 
opinion that the standard is not suitable for a leavihg certificate, 
condemned the manner in which the work of Class 2 is dictated 
by the requirements of the Examination, and particularly deplox- 
ed its encouragement to boys to leave school before they have, 
in reality, completed their education. Miss Sawyer challenged 
the insistence that the examination be taken by Class 2 on psy- 
chological grounds.’ Apart from the inherent defects in the 
examination requirements, Miss Sawyer pointed out Government's 
policy represents an inducement to girls to leave school at 2 high- 
ly critical stage in their development, when discipline and guid- 
ance are paramountly desirable, more than at any other time in 
their school ‘career. These criticisms, it must be admitted, are 
mild by comparison with those yoiced more generally following 
the first test -of the new School Leaving Certificate policy some 
twelve months ago, They indicate, nevertheless, that modifica- 
tions can never cure what is radically wrong, and that it is high 
time the Colony’s educational system and policy was submitted 
for further review, in the light of the experience gained in the 
last two years. :

‘Account should be taken of the 
greatly improved loading and un- 
loading facilities at ports and the 
greater carrying capneity of ships 
ns compared with 1914. 

All ships built under the scrap 
and build scheme wore compelled 
to provide the best accommodation 
and since then the Board of Trade 
have issued fresh instructions 
about the building of new ships. 

In these new ships, there must 
be proper slecping accommodn- 
tion. Messrooms must be nde 
quate and must have proper food 
lockers. There must bo baths 
and showers with hot and cold 
water and places for drying 
clothes. ‘ 

These conditions challenge 
those of any country of the world 
and are probably the best in tho 
world. . .

Only after the king had been cap- 
tured and the trumps drawn 
should declarer ponder over the 
heart situation, He should figure 
as follows:

The Chinese Air Force, ac- 
cording to Chinese official re- 
ports, has succeeded in destroy- 
ing n total of 60 Japanese acro- 
planes in the course of several 
Jarge scale alr raids on import- 
ant military points of the Jap- 
anese near Anking and farther 
down the Yangtse on the acro- 
drome of Wuhu, within the last 
few days. . 

A number of Japanese ships 
on the Yangtse are reported to 
have been bombed and ‘disabled 
at the same time. . 

Comparative quiet prevailed 
in the fighting zone of Yangtae 
between Anking and Kiukiang, 
according to Chinese reports. 

Renewed Chinese attacks on 
Japanese positions _ near Hu- 
kow, Pengtseh and Matang 
made no progress. On the 
other hand, the Japancse did 
not succced in improving their 
positions in the sector between 
Tsienshan and Taihu, north of 
the Yangtse. ‘ 

Important Chineso fortifica- 
tions, touching the Yangtse at 
a right angle, are reported to be 
under construction. It is be- 
lieved that the Japanese will 
have to receive considerable re- 
jnforcements before they could 
venture to attack on these 
Chinese lines with prospects of 
success.
